woundad rn the hend rnﬂﬁlt}g out of the hotel;
did not sce the person killed.

Falipo Alunu{) (Spaniard, wounded) knew
Castanon, who was kiiled In the smoking-room
of the hetel; was in bed when tl;u shooting

: put on my clothes and went down carry-
:':R‘;}P fatol; wJ'rhr:n boelow, mot .\luuu? Oragco
m’i riguez; they were firing at Castanon;
knew these partics two duys hofore; tried to fire
4t Orazeo, but my pistal wounld not go off; went
into the patlor to arrange i, when three per-
song began fiving upon me; these were Ornzeo,
Rodriguez, and another; 1 struck & man on the
head with i revolver; 1 dld not know his name,
but think it wns Botelln: tried to Fo npstalirs,
but was esught by my coat-tall and was
upable %o  to  do; arrived at  the
staleway, -1 was  again  flred  upon
and when I got up wns not permitted to rotirn
below. N. Lozano, Orazco, Rodrignesz, and
Kosano proposed to fight o duel with Castanon
in the woods; he agreed so to do: I opposed it:
every time these persons came Lo the hotel they
attempted to see Castanon alone; was Informeid
on Sonday, by & young Spaniard, thit a negro
had been hired to assassinate Castanon —that he
bhad been followed by this uegro, who was
dreeged in white and had a Cuban flag in his
bat: T was wounded in the head and hand, but
could not say who did 1t; Engeuio Arlus, Carlos
Rodriguez, and Alexandro Mondoza proposed
to Castanon a doel with Mateo Orazeo; aiter-
wards Rodriguez and Lozano came Lo pro-
pose the same thing: wy friend Felipe Alonso
and 1 were opposed to this, beeause we [eared
an assasslnation; Lozano and  Rodriguez
came many times upon this same busi-
ness: afterwards they wished to sec CUnstanon
privately., Henry Bryant (person of color, who
seems to know more about the afinir than any
one else) knew CUnstanon by sight: saw him
breakfast in his room, No. 11 Kussell House; wis
at his room at 12 M. to say two Cnbans wished
to see him; he went down where the Cuabans
were: all went towards the door where thers
were other Cubans; they were all arguing nad
disputing, when one of the Cubans glapped Cas-
wanon: Castanon threw nxide the eigar ho had in
his mouth, and gave bavk a slap to the Cnban,
nt which moment the slapped Cuban drew out
a pistol; at the same time Caatanon pulled out
his pistol and moved bick towards the door of
the parior: when near the door of the readinig-
room the Caban fired; Castanon fell, but while
on his kpees fired at the Cnban; there were three
men beside Castanon when the firing began, but
the other two I conld not identify,

The New Orleans Picayune publishes the
statoment- of -am-ove-witne-s ot the killing of
teneral Liddell on the New Orleans and Camden
packet 8t. Mary's. The murder was the resalt
of alon;;—st.amllm: feud, which, it is seaid, had
boeen renewed In some way in connection with
the transactions out of which grew the Killing
of John Nixon, Jr., at the Boston Club rooms
In New Orleans.

The boat was on her way to New Orleans
from Camden, and was laying at Garrett's
Landing, taking on colton, when Cuthbert and
Willlam Jdones, sons of Colonel Charles Jones,
eame on board and said that their father was to
get on the boat at his landing, 53 he wus going
to New Orlesnas with ecotton. This came ta
Geperal Liddell’s earg, and he asked one of the
clerks of the boat to let Jones know thet e was
on board, and thst be had better not come on.
This wns told to the two young Joneses, who
went on shore and started for their home, abont
one mile below.

When the boat reached Jones' Landing, Colo-
nel Jones wns scen on shore, with his trunk
ready and having some twenty bules ol entton
to ship. ‘the boat had considerable tronble to
make her landing, and Geperal Liddell, with
Colonel Morrison and a My, Marbury, sat dowa
at the oficers’ table and commenced to dine
Colonel Jones came on board; and as he passed
the table, rolng aft, he lovked at the General,
who lald down his knife and fork and rosuin
his seat.

Colonel Morrison laid his hand on Gengral
Liddall's shoulder and suid *Stop, General.”

When Colonel Jones had passed about teu or
fiftecn foet he turped and tired directly at Gen.
Liddell, who fell, and whilst falling drew his
revolver and fired st Jones, who again fired, the
shot also apparently teking eflect, The two
sons ench fired ope or two shots. The ball
from Geuneral Liddell’s plstor missed it aim and
lodged In the top of the cabin aboutiwenty-five
feet from where the General fell.  Genernl Lid-
dell did not speak after he was shot, but died
immediately.

Upon examination it was found that he had
peen strock three times, two of the balls cenler-
ing very near the nipple of the left breast, and
one in the neck.

There were fouar other bullet holes found in
the wood work near where he f{sll. After the
shooting Colonel Jones called on Colonel Mor-
rlgson to arrest him, but it appears no aetunl
steps to do so were taken by the gentleman
pomed. Colonel Jones and his sons then want
on shore, and the boal returned to the Liddell
plantation with the body, where It was left in
the charge of Colonel Morrison,

Paurs, Feb, . —Rochefort bas baen arrested,
ns the cablo will; long bofore you recoive Uhis,
have told you, and he ls now in 85t elagle
Prigon,

However facile may be the conversion of Pre-
fects i la Banl to Prefects a ln Paul, of Orleanist
to Liberal Imperialiste, and of Liberals such as
M. Ollivier to humble sorvants of the empire,
they have & hard task before them who expect
to make anything less gentle or less wily than
an ingquisitor-general outol Father Piotri, Who
cun fancy him acting otherwise than by moans
of plots, sublerfuges, disguises, and the rest
ol the mysterions enginery by which he has
mwade  the seeret  police o  superstitions
terror to the crowd.  The ariy, whose soldiers,
mute, fullen, regardful, meet one at every turg,
a mighty and overwhelming foree wielded
by the hand of one man, thedespotic ingtrument
of o despot, presents ltsell as o material warn-
ing and threat. The police foree, in its sombre
garb, half soldier, hall priest, as sileat, as sol-
len, and regardful a8 the soldier, has a greater
alr of mystery, and saggests o more pervading
power. Both these powers are irresponsible to
public opinion, and perfectly regaridless of it,
and hetween the bright noiform of the soldier,
from which the eye ennnotl escape, and which
makes a polnt In cvery Parisian prospect, and
the dark dress of the police officer who, always
resent, is never seen till close at hand, a
oree is brought to bear on this peaple that thus
far bas succceded In making them o race ol
glaves, Al thelr wit, all their cultivation, all
thelr wealth, all that makes the aszertlon seem
ridiculons, avall nothing against the logle of
facts. Slaves they have been tralned o be,
slnyes they are, uand slaves they must remain for
many a long vear Lo come. declure o yon
that often, in my weariness of spirit with the
watching this perpetunl domination of tyranny,
poor little Concord, with its one Emerson,
seems Lo be worth all Parls, aud the State that
c¢ould produce a Lincoln worth all Frauece.

To come back to Rochefort's arrest. It was
managed in this way. It was believed that he
would be arrested after the adjournment of the
sitting ol the Chamber on the Tth instant, 1le
lid been notified that the time allowed him
after the pronouncing of his scatence had ex-
pired, and ho was Invited to deliver himesslf up
a prisoner. He, In terms not guite so polite,
refused to do so, and, golng to the Chambers,
took his seat in his accustomed place.

A gonference on the subject of Voltaire had
heen announced for that night, by Mesars,
Flourens and Rochefort, and you may well be-
lieve that there was a tremendous crowd col-
lected about the Salle de la Rue de Flandres,
where the conforonce was to take place. Tt was
a demonstrative crowd, too, meking no pre-
tense to conceal ita sympathies, and filling the
alr with the Marscillaise, the Lampion, cries of
Vive Rochofort, Viee la Republique, a bas
FEwpire, &c., &e. Flourens arrived first,
and making his way to the hall  with
difficulty, apnounced that Rechefort was
certainly eoming, and  tried to Keep up thelr
spirits by assuring them that the Government
wouldp't dare 1o arrest a Deputy. Mesnwhile
Rochefort reached the street in which the Hull
is gitnated, and dismounting from his cab was
making hi= way through the crowd, when o few
police oflicers disguised as oneriers sclzed him,
crying, “Vive Rochefort,” and mounting him
upon their shoulders were surrounded by n cor-
don of other pretended onericrs, and in this way
pushed along towards a gnte that barrod o i:us-

sage - opening - nearly oppogite the Hall
and  leading  to  another  strect paral-
lel  with  the Rue «de  Flandres, This

pasenge, of which the crowd was either iguo-
ruut o bad forgoiten, had been probably tixed
upon by the police for thelr purpose, and the
trick was no }lm:hl very cleverly managed. As
soon a8 Rochelort had been gol lnside the gato
it was shot and locked, and the police with their
prisoner hurried along (o the other enid. Hore
there is auother fenece with o gate, and Lthe police
ordercd the conclerge to unloek it, which she
did with n good deal of reluctance, but 'twonld
be a bold man or woman in Parls who would
long debate with a policeman, so the gate was
oponed and there stood & voiture that hind been
miwle ready, into which the eaptors and their
vietim cotered and drove rapldly off to the
prison,

Meanwhile the news quietly reached the hall
that Rochelort was taken, and created o great
excitement. M. Flourens, whom you may
remember us the one who disputed with Roche-
fort about taking the body of Vietor Noir to
Paris, ind now ne oneé to dinlplm-. his right ol
initlative, and hie took it boldly ln a way for
which I greatly fear he will suffer severely,
Drawing o pistol, he exclaimed:—*I doclare
the revolution begun,” and discharzed
it in the alr. The Commissionaire of
Police deelaring the meeting dissolved,
the crowd beeame furious, snd began to maul
and hostle that supernumerary. He was in
danger of his life, when Flourens, seizing him
by the collar and presenting his plstol to his
heart, told him he was o dead man if he spoke.
He then exelinnged his pistol for a sword, which
he drew from a sword-cane, and waving itabout
his head, drew the whole crowd after him Into
the street. Strangoly enongh, there was no
force visible either of soldiery or of police,
there beiog even fower of these last than s
ordinary, and no ottempt was made even Lo
disturb Flourcn#, who, stlll bolding the com-
missnlre, marched along the strect in the
midst of the mob, filllng the alr with shouts und
cries for vengeance. The non-appearance
of the military seemed to  Inspire them
with about equal hope and fear, and in spite of
the nolse and seeming fury, there was a want
of that deep emotion and feeling that filled them
on the day of Vietor Noir's funeral. 1f Roche-
fort were  a different man, and if Flourens had
been o different man—4wo dt-.zn.dll_'bl'I “ifs," yon see
—the issue of that night wonld have wslso been
vastly different. Twould be long to tell all the
avents of the night, and as they have thus far
led to nothing, 1 will not go lato them in detail.
A few feeble attempts at barricades were made,
the passengers ing ordered to descond
from two omnibuses, the velicles banged
over on their sides, and a rode, In-
effectun] barrer constructed with them, and
the loose stones about a bullding golng up near
by. In other places, cabs were more or less
politely emptied of their occupants and tipped
up in the same fashion, but when it came to
manning the barrleades the stufl was wanting.
When the soldiers eame on the ground, the
ouvriere, and 1 am sorry to say M. Flonrens
with  them, disappeared from the scene.
The truth is that for any effectual move-
ment  of

this sort — if Indeed oany such

movement be any longer pructicable in Paris—

two thingas are wanting, arms and expori-
erced leaders, The rovolutionists bave
neither; and besides, the intelloct of the Repub-
lionn body la wholly opposed to  the old-
fashioned methods, They beliove In fighting
the Empire with ldeas, and establishiog the
future republle on the same sure foundations.
They are patient and confident, and they have
the fense to see that in o question  of material
force the Emperor has them wholly at a disad-
vantage. Suill, thongi‘h it may be barbarous Lo
say it, one could wish to see a disposition in
the body of the ople to sacrifice somethlog
for liberty. But they do not think it worth while
to sacrifice apything.—XN. Y, Tribune.

Apprehenslons for the Safety of the Stenmer—
dwentysone Days Sinee She was Heard ¥eam
Description of the ¥Vessel,

Nothing bas beon heard from or of the
stenmer Uity of Boston, of the Inman lioe,
which left New York on the 25th of January,
and cleared at Hallfay on the 98th, for Liver-
pool. 8he has not been spoken, as far as yot
nacertalned, by any vessel,

The missing steamer was bollt by Messrs,
Todd & MeGregor, at Partlek, near Glasgow,
and waa Isunched on the 15th of November,
18064, Bho 18 a remarkably fine speclinen of
nuval architecture, having, like the rest of the
pumerous fleet belonging to the Inman line,
been bullt with especial care, and lins always
received the highest premiom at Lloyd's, and
been ranked In the highest clnssification by the
Aszociation of Underwrilers in Liverpool.

In ber general build and aspect the City of
Boston bears a strong resemblance to the splon-
did steamer, which in specd rivals those of the
Cunard lne, the Uity of London, belonglug to
the same company, and as well as the others
which conetitute the Inman fHeet she is large,
commaodious, and handsome, and is propelled by
engines of groat lpu“ er, The City of Boaton I8 an
iron vessel, and in her construction the grontest
care was taken fn selecting the very best mate-
rinl as regards tennoity and strength, while every
attention was pald to secure speed, safety, and
comfort to all on board of her,  Besides belng o
miull steamer she is designed as a passenger aﬁip
of the tirst order, and is S305 feet long in the kool
and four rake, nod measures 832 feet in length
over all: her moulded beam width s 59 feet, and
glie is 27 feet © Inchea deep In the hull, from the
bottom of her hold to the gpar deck, She is of
2298 tops of the old measurement, and is pro-
pelled by twe engines o1 300 horse-power (nomi-
nal), and was built with o three-flange  propel-
ler, but the enggifies are capable of working up
to contiderably more than ©00 horse-power.
The City of Poston, like the rest of the Inman
fleet, is ship-rigged, o large spread of canvas
being assigned to her to snet in ald of her pro-
seller In securing steadiogss and speed in saik
ng. The ribs, htams, and plating of this fine
vesael are all excecdingly strong and built of the
best moterinl, the whole of the framiog is
securely bonud together by heavy stringer plates
and ties, and the ship Is trapsversely divided
into eight compartiuents by seven strong and
well-secured water-tizht bulkheads, which reach
fromw the Keelson Lo the upper deck,

As might well be supposed in 80 large and fine
a ship, the pessengér wecommodations on bourd
the City of Boston arc ot the very best descrip-
tion. The principal saloon 1s 40 fect long by 18
feet wide, and is 7 feet 6 inches high in the ceil-
ing, and is fitted up with the nsusl loxurions
elegance  which characterizes this line. The
state-rooms connected with the saloon are capa-
clons, well-furnished, and efficlently supplied
with the meaus of ventilation.  Of these there
are a suflicient number to accommodate upwards
of a hundred first-class passengers. The accoms-
modations for passengers of the second and
third clusses are also ample and of the best
kind. Every deimrtmunt connected with the
mnnagement and working of the ship, whiceh is
under the command of Captaln Halerow, is of
the very best description, and consequently
every hope Is entertained of her nltimate safety.
She is provisioned for fifty-elght days, and this
apart from her cargo, which consists in a great
measure of supplies of food,

The latest counterfeiting case, upon which
the Brooklyn polive and United States anttori-
tios bave been working very diligontly for the
Past Lwo or three yoars, furnishes an additiona!
chapter to the many Interesting ones which
have been given heretofore by that eity.

The story in this case biuges ypon a mystes
rious trunk which had been foft by some party
in a house on Underhill aveoue which had boen
reoted by ex-Aldorman Tierran, and which the
curiosity of the eccnpant, In whose charge the
trunk had been left, led hlm o open. It appears
Lhat about two years since o man named J. B,
Doyle ranted the house on Underbill avenue
from Alderman Tlernan, and as he appeared to
be a very worthy man, the alderman loft a por-
tlon of his furnlture with him for safc ]u:upin-.f.
Subsequently Mr. Doyle left the premises
and requested Mr. Dumphby, the gentleman
who took the house, to allow him to leave a
box and trunk which {t was not convenlent for
him to remove at that time. Mr, Dumphy pro-
mised todo #o, aud these remained in the honse
for a long time, when the curiosity of Mr. Dumn-
phy was atiracted towards them, as there ap-
peared Lo bo no signs of the owner ever turning
up again. The house, It should have been statad,
stands on the Prospect Park property. Mr.
Curtin, who is agont for the commIizsioners, had
ovension to go to the house to colloet the rent
from Mr. Dumphy, und durivg one of his visits
My, Dumphy related the circumstances of the
former oceupant leaving o mysterious trunk and
box in his care. On a consultation they decided to
open them, and on doing so were groatly sur-
prised to find that they contained properiy
which might not be considered altogether safe
fora man to eclaim.

sheet 4x8 to Yx7 or 8 polished on one side. a
large axe, and a serewdriver.
